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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the overall 
claimed combination of a method of reducing an amount of positive air pressure that an 
attending personnel must maintain in a supine obese individual's lungs to move the 
individual's diaphragm, said obese individual lying in an approximately supine position 
on a base surface, including the step of supporting the individual's upper body including 
the shoulders and upper and lower back at an angle sufficient to cause the individual's 
abdominal mass to fall away from the diaphragm thereby reducing the amount of air 
pressure required in the obese individual's lungs to move the individual's diaphragm, is 
neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
